Eckener Is Snubbed 
Again By Nazis 
Despite Promises 


Made For Flight

FRANKFORT ON THE MAIN, 
Germany, May 14.—Surpassing all 
records for both eastward and west- 
Ward crossing of the Atlantic, the 
t German Zeppelin Hindenburg 
hed ground at 5:45 a. m. (10:45 

. m. Wednesday, CST) to end its 

flight from America. 

The official flying time for the 
voyage from Lakehurst, New Jersey, 
Was given as forty-nine hours, three 
minutes, during which the great air 
eruiser covered 6,670 kilometers (4,- 
168.75 miles). 


Greeted by Crowd 


With its landing mechanism func- 
tioning perfectly, the Hindenburg 
rested in its vast new hangar by 6:10 
a. m., signalizing completion of its 
maiden round-trip between Ger- 
many and the United States with 
passengers, mails and freight. 

Despite the early hour of its ar- 
rival, a great crowd gathered at the 
airdrome and a nazi band played 
lusty airs. 

(The Hindenburg’s return flight 
in official flying time of forty-nine 
hours, three minutes bettered the 
previous record for a lighter-than- 
air craft voyage from America to 
Germany, set by the Graf Zeppelin 
im August, 1929, with a fifty-four-

| Hindenburg’s crew, replied to the 
| greetings during the reception. 
| Despite previous reports from Zep- 
| pelin headquarters that all would be 
| well when the veteran “admiral of 
| the air” returned, Eckener’s name 
| was omitted again from the report 
| of the official German news agency 
and newspapers which printed an 
interview with Lehmann. 

The absence of Dr. Eckener’s name 
| from the press was interpreted by in- 
| formed sources as a clear indica- 
| ‘ion the German air pioneer was still 
| out of favor after his recent differ- 
| ences with the propaganda ministry.

‘DEATH RAY’ 


IS SUCCESS} 


Inventor Proves to Jury 
His Machine Kills 
Insects 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 14. (P)—A 
death ray machine sparked and 
hummed; a beam was projected to- 
ward a snake, a lizard and a couple 
of termites; the creatures curled 
and died. 

The complicated contraption had 
served as mute but effective witness 
for its inventor, Henry Fleur, and a 
jury after deliberating only four min- 
utes acquitted him of a charge of 
misrepresenting the machine to in- 
vestors. 

Brought to trial on complaint of 
two investors that the device would 
not will insects and other pests as 
Fleur had claimed, the San Francis- 
co inventor demonstrated his death 
ray machine to judge, jurors and at- 
torneys. 

The apparatus resembles a large 
searchlight with complicated control 
box attached. Its beams played upon 
the snake, lizard and termites ten 
feet away. In thirty-five seconds the 
termites were dead. In four minutes 
the lizard was killed, and in eight and 
one-half minutes, the snake died. 

Asked if the machine could be 
developed to kill human beings, Fleur 
replied it could, with sufficient pow- 
er, but added emphaticaly, “I don’t 
intend to do any experimenting along 
that line.”
